A MERE HANDFUL. 


STATE PROHIBITION CONVENTION 
HELD AT SEDALIA TO-DAY. 


THE 


Attitude ofthe Rival Committees—The Craig 
Crowd Fool and Out-General Watson and 
His Committee—Less than One Hundred 
Delegates in Attendance—The Offices 
Going a-Begging-—The Convention De- 
claresiin Favor of Prohibition, Indorses 
Submission and Woman’s Suffrage. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

SEDALIA, Mo., September 16.—Even the Pro- 
hibitionists, who are generally believed to be 
a mild-mannered sort of people and to dwell 
together in peace and harmony, have their 
little differences of opinion, and the proceed- 
ings of their State Convention promise to be 
invested with some of that spirit of 
contention which imparts so much interest to 
similar meetings of the older parties. To 
begin with,the Prohibitionists are represented 
by two State Central Committees, in con- 
sequence of which a degree of doubt exists in 
the minds of a number of delegates as Yo the 
regularity of either of these bodies. 
Mr. Ve M. Watson of St. Louis is 
chairman of one and W. Craig of 
Kansas City of the opposing committee. The 
Craig Committee is the youngest in point of 
service, having been in existence not quite a 


year, while the Watson Committee was ap- 
ve at what is claimed asthe last regular 
tate Prohibition Convention two vears ago. 
THE ENTIRE CONTROVERSY 

turns upon the regularity of the convention 
held last year. It is claimed by the Watson or 
St. Louis wing of the party that it was a gatn- 
ering of submissionists, and not Prohibition- 
ists, and while they admit that a number of 
Prohibitionists participated in the proceed- 
ings, yetthey say it was not regularly called 
asa prohibition convention, and had no au- 
thority to select a new State Cen- 
tral Committee, as it pretended 
to do. The Craig Committee was 
appointed at this convention, and being the 
latest appointed committee claimsto super- 
sede the old Watson committee. 

Several months ago the Watson Committee 
got together and issued acall for a State Con- 
vention. Craig, learning of this action, called 
his committee to meet at Kansas 
City for the same purpose In 
the meantime some St. Louis gentiemen, 
desirous of securing harmony, and fearing a 
split in the party, made overtures tothe Craig 
Committee which resuited in the issuance of 
a joint call by both committees for the present 
convention. 

THE CRAIG COMMITTEE 

has conceded to Mr. Watson the right to call 
the convention to order and to preside until 
the temporary organization shall be ef 

fected. he St. Louis committee will also 
nameé the temporary officers of the conven- 
tion. After the permanent organization of the 
convention bas been effected, a new central 
committee will probably be appointed and the 
controversy disposed of inthat manner; but 
the spirit of rivairy engendered by the claims 
of the committees will survive and will influ- 
ence the entire proceedings of the convention. 

Anotber subject on which the delegates are 
divided among themselves is that of submis- 
sion. ‘‘There appears to be a strong ele- 
mentin the convention in favor of commit- 
ting the convention strongly to submission 
and making the fightin the coming campaign 
upon that issue alone,’’ said a prominent St. 
Louis delegate. ‘‘A partof their pian is not 
to nominate a State ticket, but sacrifice all to 
submission as the first step towards pro- 
hibition. The St. Louis delegates vigorously 
oppose such amovemenf as inimical to the 
preservation of the identity of the Prohibi- 
tion party, and a large number of country 
delegates take the same view of the matter.’’ 

WILL INDORSE SUBMISSION. 

‘*Well, you will indorse submission?’’ 

*‘Oh, yes, certainly we will indorse snub- 
mission; butthatisall. I think it advisable 
for the convention to leave the submission 
question to the judgment of the voters in the 
different parts of the State. If either of the 
old parties nominate a candidate pledged to 
subinission, why support him, and that ends 
it. Idon’t believein turning the Prohibition 
party into asubmission party. I think that 
we should nominate a straight-out ticket as 
Prohibitionists, and stand up and be counted 
as Probibitionists pure and simple.’’ 

The Craig Committee and its followers are 
supposed to lean towards submission. This 
impression was created, no doubt, by the fact 
that the committee was selected while the sub- 
mission convention was in seseion. At ali 
events there appears to bea disposition to 
draw the line between submissionists and 
Prohibitionists. 

WATSON OUT-GENERALED. 

Up to a late hour last night the impression 
prevailed that the Craig committee of Kansas 
City conceded to Chairman Watson of St. 
Louis the right to call the convention to 
order and to name the temporary officers. 
This morning the programme was changed by 
the Kansas City crowd, who declined to recog 
nize the authority of the Watson committee, as 
the only regular State Central Committee,and in 
order to prevent what a delegate called ‘‘un- 
seemly strife’’ in the convention, a confer- 
ence of the two committees was rendered nec- 
essary, and at this conference, which was held 
at Kaiser’s Hotel at 10 o'clock, Dr. W. H. Ross 
of St. Louis was agreed upon as the proper 

erson to call the convention to order, and 

r. Rogers of Bowling Green was selected for 
the secretary .Judge James Baker of Springfield 
was the unanimous choice of both committees 
for temporary chairman. At ll o’clock 
Dr. Ross of St. Louis rapped the con- 
vention to order. Dr. Judkins of Chicago 
opened with ashort prayer after the usual 
orthodox custum at conventions. As the dele- 
gates rose to their feet the very small number 
present became painfully apparent. To prop- 
erly represent the different Congressiona! dis- 
tricts upor the basis fixed by the State Central 
Committee, 400 delegates are required. At to- 
day’s convention, count,

somewhat of atailure After prayer Dr. Koss 
read the call for the convention and stated the 
business before the delegates, which was to 
nominate candidates for Supreme Judge, Su- 
erintendent of Public Schools and Railroad 
Jommissioner, and the appointmen®of a new 
State Central Committee. Dr. Koss then 
introduced Judge Baker of Spring- 
field, as Temporary Chairman. In the 
course of his remarks on assumin his 
position the Judge said that there could be no 
doubt that the liquor interests controiled the 
policy of both the Republican and Democratic 
parties. 

‘‘When I was a resident St. 
Louis several years ago,’’ he said, 
‘*with, a, one exception, 
every Republican primary that I knew or 
heard of was held in a saioon, where no re- 
spectabie citizen dared venture for fear of 
leaving their reputations behind.’’ The Re- 
publican party, he said, was helpless; it had 
all that it could do to attend to its own affairs, 
and the Prohibitionists are wasting time on 
it. The Democratic , the dominant 
party was the party to attack.

THE RHODES PENSION FRAUD. 


Rhodes Found Guilty on Every Charge in 
the Indictment. 


Ry Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPpaTcH. 
JEYFERSON CITY, Mo., September 16-—-The 


Rhodes pension trial, which has occupted 
nearly four days, was concluded this morning. 
The jury was out only a few minutes 
before returning with a verdict of guilty om 


each of the nine charges in the indictment. 
Thomas Rhodes, the defendant, isa farmer 
and stock dealer living in Pettis Oounty, 
coming there sever {ro 
Scotland County. The case, 
the evidence, may be summed 
Shortly after the war, Rhodes was 
with a Mrs. McDaniels oO 
County, whose husband was _ killed 
while in the army in 1864. It . 
seems that Rhodes became too intimate with 
her, becoming the father oftwo illegitimate 
children by ner. To cover up matters he mar- 
ried this woman although he bad a living 
wife atthe time. When the woman learn 
this fact she refused to live with him longer. 
It now appears that Rhodes went to work and 
applied for and procured a pension for Mrs. 
McDaniels without her knowledge, and also 
a bounty of $500, and that he has regularly 
drawn and appropriated her pension up to 
lust March, by having some women 
to personate Rirs. McDaniels, and he 
and his wife making affidavitto the pension 
vouchers. Some fifteen years age rs. Mc- 
Daniels married W. H,. Fuller Hannibal, 
with whom she still lives. Not long 
since she was induced to apply for 
a pension asthe widow of her deceased hus- 
band for the period of her widowhood, when 
she learned that her pension had been 
allowed years ago and regularly 
sent to her at Sedalia, the whole 
sum amounting to several thousand dollars. 
The Government immediately began an inves- 
tization, which resulted in fastening the 
guilt upon Thomas Rhodes and his wife. 
There was much contradictory evidence, but 
the gulit of the defendant was well established 
and the jury was only a few minutes in agree- 
ing upon # verdict. A motion for a new trial 
has been filed. Rhodes is under recognizance 
until the motion is heard and determived. 
The defendantis 70 years of age and is notot 
a strong physical constitution.

BOYCOTTED IN BULGARIA. 


The Perils Besetting the Missionaries of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEw YoOrK, September 16.—The political 
disturbances in Bulgaria haveso endangered 
the missionaries sent there bythe Methodist 
Episcopal Church of America, that Bishop 
Ninde has hastily sailed for that country. The 
peril that immediately besets them, and is 
ltkely to drive them out, isa boycott of just 
about the same sort that has become familiar 
inthis country. The whole story is that, 
about twenty years ago, the American Board 
of Foreign Missions attempted to develop a 
field in Bulgaria. It is an odd fact that the 
Wesleyan Missions in Europe are almost ex- 
clusively of American origin and under Amer- 
jean control, while the Pacific Islands and 
heathendom generally are cultivated by the 
English Wesleyons. 

In all the world, er no severer trials 
have been endured by missionaries than in 
Bulgaria. From the very start Government 
influence has been bitterly tarned against 
them. It is nominally true that preachers 
from abroad have the privilege of speech 
there. So much the Government has had to 
grant by reason of the relations with foreign 
and Ubristian lands, but the privilege has been 
made to mean as little as ae by sur- 
rounding the preacher with all sorts of 

difficulties. Through cleri- 
channels the minds of 


suspicion against the Methodists. For ten 
care a vain struggie to géeta foothold has 
n maintained, and the results were so dis- 
couraging that the missionaries were with- 
drawn, leaving the work to be kept up as far 
as ible by such natives as had dared to 
identify themselves with the faith. After two 
orthree years more the Missionary Society 
took up field again and sent out new work- 
‘The same old difficulties have been encoun- 
tered ever since. Russian influence has 
steadily directed against the missionaries.

This question comes 
up for discussion every year. The streets 
must be illuminated during the parade that 
night or not at all. The glare of thou- 
sands of gas-lights falling on the 
floats is calculated to bring 
out any little deception in costume or scenery, 
to lay bare the weak spots and to identify the 
gold as merely tinsel. With the street illumi- 
nation the Veiled Prophet's pageant becomes 
practically a daylight parade. ‘The pageant is 
almost secondary tothe illumination. With- 
out the illumination the pictures on the floats 
stand out boldly against the background of the 
night. An effortis being madeto induce the 
lliumination Committee to forego the iillumi- 
nation on the night of the Prophet’s parade.

FIRST APPEARANCE ON THE STREETS OF 
THE FLAMBEAUX AND ATHLETES, 


The Route of the Procession—Signal For Post- 
ponement—Order of March—Points Where 
the Firing Will Be Done—Details of the 


Display. 


‘The first annual parade of the Athletic Soci- 
eties andthe Flambeau Battalion takes place 
this evening, weather permitting. It is the 
frst nocturnal display of the present season 
of fall festivities, and public interest is 
thoroughly aroused in the appearance of 
the new association with its flambeau 


exhibition on the streets. There will be pe 
wards of $1,000 worth of fireworks used in the 
initial parade to-night, and the spectacle will 
pe grand and imposing, The Post-DisPaTcHu of 
yesterday contained a complete account of the 
order of the procession, the societies taking 
part, etc. It is sufficient now to give 
THE LINE OF ROUTE, 

which will be as follows:

THE HOTEL BUSH. 


How the Hotels and RKestaurants Will 
Accommodate the Crewds. 


Allthe hotels have either posted a placard 
informing guests that all rooms will have to 
be surrendered on the 19th inst., or have in- 
formed persons registering of that fact. Piles 
of cots, spring beds, mattresses, etc., have 
been taken into the principal hotels every day 
during the past week and the housekeepers 
have been fairly on their heads to provide linen 


and places for the improvised beds. The 
restaurant and reserved rooms inthe South- 
ern, with possibly hails and reading-room, 
will be ee up for beds. At the Planters’ 
cots will be piaced in the halis to accommodate 
the overflow. Atthe Lindell the billiard par- 
lor, reading-room, halls and property rooms 
will be used.

The stewards find the 
approaching crowds demoralizing to their 
help. The Waiters’ Union which includes 
the better class of white and black 
restaurant waiters adopted a rule re 
an even rate of pay  forgartriennia 
week $12, an increase of $4 and $2, for formerly 
two rates were paid and will be after the rush.

A SPECULATOR’S CHANCE, 


The French Become Cider Drinkers and De- 
pending on America for Apples. 


President Cobb this morning received a 
lengthy letter from F. F. Dufaris, United 
States Consul at Havre, calling attention to 
the International Maritime Exhibition to be 
held next year under the patronage of the 
French Government. The exhibition is of ship 
supplies as wellas ships, and from comment 
on that point the Consul drifts into a consider- 
ation of the cider and apple trade that America 
could secure in France. In 1884 owing to the 


short crop of apples as much cider was made 
im France from dried apples as from fresh 
ones, and every year the consumption of cider 
increases. Since the ravages of the vines by 
the phylloxera, he says, the advance in the 
price of wines—not always the purest, the con- 
sumnption of cider has very much increased, 
even in wine-producing departments, where 
formerly no cider was drunk. In Paris he is 
told the increase is from 5 to 20 percent. Le 
Maus inthe Department of the Sarthe, was 
formerly the principal supplying market of 
dried appies, but since American apples were 
introduced the cider manufacturers prefer the 
American article. Thecrop of apples is this 
year hardly half the need. He gives com- 
parative prices of apples, which would beof 
interest to the trade. The pork prohibitive 
edict, he savs, is stillin force and will remain 
so until the United States Government adopts 
retaliatory measures.

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POLITICAL RAILROADING 


THE MISSOURI PACIFIC’S EFFORTS TO- DE- 
FEAT JOHN T. HEARD. 


—eme, 


Employes Given Moore Tickets and Ordered 
to Vote Them at the Primaries—The Men 
Watched by Officials Stationed at the Polls 
~The Discharge of McCabe and Connor 
for Refusing to Vote as Desired—What 
Prominent Sedalia Democrats Say on the 
Subject. ° 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTCcn. 

SEDALIA, September 16.—The discharge of 
Frank MeCabe, & machinist in the employ of 
the Missouri Pacific shops here, on Saturday 
last has caused a fresh outburst of indigna- 
tion from respectable Democrats, who claim 
to see in this last action of the 
railroad company an attempt to carry out the 
threats made by its officials at the polis on the 
occasion of the Congressional primaries, when 
voters intheiremploy were openly intimi- 
dated to cast their ballots against Hon. John 
T. Heard and in favor of Col. Moore of Colum- 
bia. McCabe’s case is but one of a number 


the most significant of which, probably, ia the 
peremptory discharge of J. D. Connor, Station 
Agent at Clifton. As nearly as could be as- 
certained from interviews with Messrs. D. T. 
Chaney, banker and leading Democrat; Frank 
Craycroft, Chairman of the Democratic Coun- 
ty Central Committee; John D. Russell, Post- 
master, and other equally prominent Demo- 
crats, the story cof Conrfor’s release makes out 
a strong 

CASE OF FLAGRANT INJUSTICE 
and vindictiveness against a leading railroad 
Official, which was the result of Connor’s pa- 
triotic expressions of sympathy in Heard’s 
cause. It appearsthat the day succeedin 
the date of the primaries, Hon. J. T. Hear 
was aboard a train which stopped at Clifton, 
Connor's station. Connor, when he saw 
Heard, threw his hat in the air and proposed 
three cheers for the successful candidate for 
the Congressional nomination, himself lead- 
ing witha loud hurrah. The crowd on the 
platform followed, and Mr. Heard bowed his 
acknowledgments. 

On same train was Division Superintendent 
Lyons. Lyous observed Connor’s enthusiasm 
for Heard and in view of the fact that the Mis- 
souri Pacific officials had made strenuous ef- 
forts only the day previous to defeat Heard 
he was exceedingly wroth that one of his em- 
ployes should act as had Mr. Connor. The 
train puiled out. A few minutes later Mr. 
Connor received a telegram dated at Pilot 
Grove, the next station, and signed by Super- 
intendent Lyons, informing him that his 
services were no longer required by the 
company. 

Mr. Connor had been the employ 
of the company for years ; no 
fault had been found with his work and the 
only reason which he can give for his summary 
discharge; is his unfortunate difference from 
his superiors in polities. 

MR. M’CABE’S DISCHARGE 
was brought about under slightly 
different circumstances. Mr. Fitzgerald, 
a personal: friend of McCabe and a 
prominent Knight of Labor, informed a PostT- 
DISPATCH correspondent of the facts in the 
case as related to him by McCabe. 

‘‘A few Gays before the primaries,’’ said 
Fitzgerald, ‘*Col. Moore drove out to the Mis- 
souri Pacific shops and had a talk with 
the bosses and some of the men. 
Moore tickets were distributed to all of the 
men and they were given to understand that 
the bosses wanted them voted. McOabe, so 
he told me, was asked by Superintendent 
Walker to support Moore. He replied that 
he was a Heard man and intended 
to vote for Heard. Walker then said that the 
company had no use for Heard men and he 
walked away. McCabe’s discharge followed 
soon afterwards—you can draw your own con- 
clusions.’’ 

With very few exceptions the business men 
and politicians agree that the dis- 
orderly scenes at the polling laces 
on the day of the primaries were caused by a 
gang of toughs, Moore sympathizers, a 
posed to have been stationed there by the rail- 
road officials. So interested were Superin- 
tendent Frey and his assistants in seeing that 
their men voted against Heard that they 
stationed themselves directly in front of 
and around the polls and watched each 
Missouri Pacific employe as he deposited his 
ballot. Mr. D. T. Chaney, mentioned above 
as a banker and prominent business man, who 
was one of the Judges of Election at the 
primaries, said to your correspondent: 
‘*Foreman Smith of the Missouri Pacific shops 
stood right at the polling place and 
kept a close eye upon every railroad paware 
as hecameup and cast bis vote. With the 
exception of envineers and brakemen, Who 
are protected by their unions, every employe 
who voted at all voted for Moore. The tickets 
they banded in were all greasy and dirty and 
crumpled, having evidentiy been in their 
possession for some littie time. 1 afterwards 
learned that the tickets had been given thema 
day or so before the date of the election.’’ 

‘*How many votes did they cast?’’ 

‘*Well, the shops employ about three hun- 
dred men. Two hundred of them voted and 
voted against Heard. The presence of Smith, 
Frey and other railroad officials at the poils 
was

for the men all understood that they were ex- 
pected to vote against Heard.’’ 

Mr. Frank Craycroft, Chairman of the 
Democratic Cuunty Committee, when ap- 
proached upon the subject, said: ‘‘The charge 
has been made repeatedly and never denied 
thatthe Missouri Pacific Railroad officials at 
this place intimidated their employes to vote 
and work against Heard. On the day of the 
election Superintendent Frey and Division 
Superintendent Lyons stood at the polls up 
to about noon, or until the bulk of 
the machine shop yv6te had been polled, 
watching closely how the men voted. tis no 
secret that the men feared to vote for Heard, 
and I believe that the few who did support 
him have since received their discharges. The 
cases of Connor, station master at Clifton, 
and Frank McCabe, employed at the 
shops here, are the most prominent. 
J understand also that several road hands at 
Green Ridge have been discharged for the 
same cause.’’ 

‘*Do you think that there will be any more 
discharges?’’ 

‘‘Well, no, I think that the indi 
caused by what has already been done in 
that line has frightened the railroad 
people somewhat and that the balance of the 
men are safe for the present.’’ 

With regard to the further discharge of 
Heard men by the company, most of the well- 
informed Democrats here are of the same 
opinion as Mr. Oraycroft, and for the present 
nothing more in that direction is expected.

“OTHELLO.” 


Mr. James and Miss Wainwright’s Per- 
formance Last Night—Amusement Notes. 


Mr. Louis James is not blindly following 
ttaditions in his starring efforts. He is not in 
afiy sense of the word aparrot, but gives his 
individuality freedom to assert itself. Ofthe 
young actors who are working for star honors, 
he impresses one more than any with his intel- 
ligence and ability to master the heavy 


roles of Shakspearean tragedy. While 
one could scarcely say that his Othello 
at the Grand last night was a 
revelation, it certainly bristled with interest 
and Was a commanding piece of work. The 
fine physique, rich, powerful voice and intelli- 
gzent méthods of the actor made an Othello 
which compelled admiration. A few more per- 
formances by Mr. James and his company are 
needed to give smoothness to their work, but 
an interpretation of the character of the Moor 
was given which was rich both in 
actual merit and in promise. It 
was uniformly dignified and strong 
with at times masterful handling of the part 
which touched greatness and held the audience 
breathless. Mr. James dresses tne Moor in 
Venetian costume on the clever theory that 
the Moor of Venice was in the service of the 
State of Venice and would maturaily wear the 
costume of Venice. He also departed from 
the common usage by giving his complexion 
only a light tinge of color to suggest the 
African. The strong nature of Othello, with 
its woof of barbaric passion and impulse, was 
powerfuily portrayed. 

Miss Wainwright’s Desdemona was charm- 
ing in conception and execution. As the lov- 
ing maid, devoted, caressing wife and plead- 
ing woman, there wasadelicacy and grace of 
action which gained the immediate sympathy 
of the audience. In the scene where the 
wronged wife was aroused to defend her 
character, Miss Wainwrigbt rose to a fine 
height of indignation. Her emotional work 
was most effectively treated and in the murder 
scene by her sweet singing and inoving acting 
the pathos of the situation Was strongly de- 
veloped. It was im accordance with good 
taste that the killing was done behind the 
portiers of the bedchamber. 

The piay was richly costumed throughout 
and Miss Wainwright's dresses were exquisite- 
ly beautiful. In ‘‘Much Ado’’ and ‘‘Othello’’ 
Miss Wainwright’s dresses are marvels of 
taste and richness. 

The cast, unfortunately, last night, was not 
strong. Mr. F.C. Huebner tried hard to rise 
to the demands of Iago, but while he did some 
conscientious work at times, he failed signaily 
to interpret the wily villany of the character. 
With the exception of Miss Kate Meek, who 
did cleverly as Emilia, there ig little to say 
about the support.

AWAITING INVESTIGATION. 


The Striking Brewers Looking for Aid from 
the Knights of Labor. 


The Brewers’ Union met this morning in 
Central Turner Hall, showing the usual 
strength in numbers.

When Maguire came west 
he was heralded to the Brewers’ Association 
(the pool) by a letter addressed from the Ex- 
ecutive Board of the Knights of Iabor to 
Philip Stock, secretary of the Brewers’ 
Association, in which the latter was informed 
that any communication would reach Mr. 
Maguire at Hurst’s Hotel in this city. No 
communication has beer received by him and 
he still is waiting, but has investigated and 
reported the brewers’ side of the affair. The 
strike was called bythe Brewers’ Union, as 
aunion, notas an assembly of Knights of 
Labor, though the men belongto both. Itwas 
the union that instituted the boycotts and 
continues them. 

Mr. Maguire’s intervention would be only to 
reconcile the bosses and men and induce 
either side to make compromises to that end. 
He has been successful in the East, where he 
arbitrated several brewery difficulties.

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JUBILANT DAIRYMEN, 


Annual Convention of the American Dairy 
and Agricultural Association. 
PHILADEEPHIA, September 16.—The members 
of the American Agricultural and Dairy Asso- 
ciation met yesterday, in their seventh annual 
convention in this city. After a few prelimina- 
ries Joseph H. Reel opened the ¢onven- 


tion with along speech. He stated that the 
convention was called to celebrate the most 
important victory ever won for agri- 
culture, the passage of the oleomar- 
garine law; to take action toward re- 
taining and inereasing the strength 
of the agricultural interests in Congress and 
the State Legislatures, and to discuss the gen- 
éral interests of the farmers for the purpose of 
adopting measures to protectand advance them 
All of the association's conventions, he said, 
had been attended by representative men, 
in agricultural and kindred pursuits, and 
they had been representative in character. 

The speaker then reviewed at length the 
work of the association since its organization, 
and pointed out the benefits accruing 
to the agricultural interests from the 
agitations seton foot by its members. Re- 
ferring to the oleomargarine bill he said: ‘‘It 
was not money: it was not argument; it was 
not party politics, it was the irresistible 
power of an organized army of farmers, mar- 
Shalled up to the doors of the Congress, 
that secured the law; it was the expression of 
their will by letters, petitions and personal 
interviews that beat down the walis of pre- 
judice, forced a practicable and useful pre- 
lation of the Constitution, and overcame the 
power of millions arrayed against them.’’ 

He urged his hearers to foster and encourage 
dairymen by every meansin their power, and 
declared that they were much indebted to 
the Grangers of the country for 
the victory gainedin securing the passage of 
the bill taxing adulterated and counterfeit 
butter. The approval of the bill by the Presi- 
dent, he said, was prompted by an 
earnest desire to serve the best interests 
of the farmers. The speaker returned his sin- 
cere thanks for the generous and unfailing 
support that had been extended by the dairy 
farmers and produce merchants in 
the recent campaign against bogus butter. 

REVISING LAND LAWS. 

The land laws should be revised and sales 
in large bodies to aliens prohibited. Reason- 
abie and practical regulations of interstate 
commerce was yore E and that the 
Cuilom bill, for the establishment of a national 
railroad commission, now in 
Congress, would seem to 
accomplish this purpose. In con- 
clusion the speaker urged the farmer 
to see that his vote was cast this fall, regard- 
less of party, forthe members of Congress who 
voted for the oleomargarine bill, and 
in case any were defeated for renomination, 
to select the best of the two candidates 
in the field. ‘‘A majority of the 
National Congress,’’ he .added, ‘‘and 
a true friend inthe Executive chair, are with 
us, and let us be sure to keep both there.’’ 
Mr. Reel was frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause during the delivery of his address.

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DIED SUDDENLY. 


Mr. James Tiernan, the Well-Knowz Prin- 
ter, Found Dead in Bed. 


Mr. James Tiernan of the printing house of 
Woodward & Tiernan died at his residence, 
1010 South Elghth street, at about 5 o’clock 
this morning. He had beenin perfect health 
until yesterday, when he was confined 


to his house by an acute attack of sore 
throat which was however not the cause of his 
death. Dr. Kier, Mr. Tiernan’s physician, was 
hastily summoned to the house this morning 
at7o’clock. Uponhis arrival he found Mr. 
Tiernan dead. The indications were that he 
had died about two hours previously. His 
arms were crossed easily upon his breast and 
he lay in an attitude of complete repose. The 
cause of death was a stroke of apoplexy. 
Mr. Tiernan’s mother and sister had heard 
him close his blinds a littie before 5 o’clock, 
aud the probability is that he returned to his 
bed, the slight exertion caused a rush ol blood 
to the head, the rupture offfome delicate 
blood-vessel in the brain occ d and death 
came like returning sleep. 

No business man in St. Louis was better 
liked by those who knew him than James 
Tiernan was. 

He had a large circle of friends, made in the 
many years of steady and constantly brighten- 
ing business career. 

At the age of l4 in the year 1852 he began an 
apprenticeship in the job office of the Kepub- 
lican, where hé worked as boy, journeyman, 
assistant foremanand foreman unti) 1866, when 
he left to take an interest in the printing 
business of Mr. Woodward, with whom 
he was associated at the time of 
hisdeath. He was the office man of the con- 
cern, and in their twenty years of partnership 
Mr. Woodward says half a dozen words of 
difference never passed between them. 

Before the adoption of the Scheme and 
Charter Mr. Tiernan represented the old Fifth 
Ward forfour years in the City Council. He 
was at the time of his death a member of the 
American Legion of Honor and a member and 
ex-president of the Knights of St. Patrick. 

On the occasion of Mr. John Norton’s bene- 
fit after the burning of the Grand Opera-house 
Mr. Tiernan made the speech on behalf of that 
orderin the presentation of their testimonal 
to the beneficiary. 

Mr. Tiernan was born in the year 1888 at the 
corner of Fourth and Olive strects, a locality 
atthat time devoted to residences. He was, 
consequently, 48 years of age atthe time of 
his death @ was unmarried and lived 
with his nfother and sister. McVicker, the 
theatrical manager of Chicago, is his uncle on 
his mother’s side, and Mrs. Tiernan and her 
daughter returned from a visit to that city on 
Tuesday ofthis week. Mr. JosephH. Tier- 
nan ofthe firm of Lancaster & Tiernan is a 
brother ofthe deceased and another brother 
Peter H. Tiernan is in the printing business in 
Kaneas City. 

Mr. Tiernan’s family are members of the 
Annunciation Church. His remans will be in- 
terred at Calvary Cemetery on Saturday. Due 
notice of the funeral will be given.

“Bob” and ‘Alf’ on the Best of Terms—A 
Canvass Free from All Personalities—How 
‘‘alf’? Checkmated ‘‘Bob’’—Fiddling to 
Their Constituencies—Kissing the Babies— 
The Red and White Rose Partisans.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., September 16.—The 
campaign in Tennessee this fall is most re- 
markable. Nothing like it was ever seen be- 
fore in the politics of any country. Two 
brothers, Robert and Alfred Taylor, are rival 
candidates for the Governorship. They are 
making the canvass together. ‘‘Bob,’’ as he 
is universally called, is the candidate of the 
Democracy, and Alf is the standard-bearer of 
the Republicans. Usually a political contest 


in Tennessee is a _ series of personal 
invectives, long drawn out, and 
often the issues of the canvass 


are lost sight of. The campaign this fall, how- 
ever, bas all the points for a very fine comedy. 
If it could be reproduced on the stage with 
one-quarter of the realism of the original 
contest, it would be bound to have along run. 
The brothers are on the best of terms and are 
constantly chaffing and joking each other, to 
the amusement of the crowds that follow them 
wherever they go. They belong to one of the 
best families in Tennessee, and both havea 
natural gift of oratory. During the last few 
days Alf’s voice has failed him, and realizing 
that Bob was gaining ground on the stump, in 
consequence, he hit upon 

A PLAN TO CHECKMATE HIM. 

The idea was suggested by an experience of 
Col. Dick Menefee of Kentucky, ina Congres- 
sional race many years ago. Col. Menefee had 
served one term in Congress and,having hada 
taste of Washington political life, his heart 
craved for more. He was avery popular man 
in his district, a part of which lay in the moun- 
tain regions, and was confident of success. 
His rival, Judge Hogan, was a very shrewd 
man, however, and, when early in the last 
days of the canvass, Menefee visited 
the mountains on horseback, he found that 
all of his old friends in that region were 
pledged to vote for Hogan. He could not un- 
derstand it, but he saw that unless he could 
do something to stem the tide his defeat was 
certain. He soon learned that the secret of 


Judge Hogan’s popularity was that he played 
the violin at parties.

Alf was the first speaker, and although his 
voice was a little hoarse, he got in several 
sledge-hammer blows on his opponent. He 
began on the tariff, and followed out the line 
of Mr. Blaine’s arguments in advancing 
his protection ideas.

A GREEDY MONOPOLY, 


Suit of the Bell Telephone Company 
Against the Cushman Company. 


CHICAGO, September 16.—A suit is pending 
in the United States Circuit Court in this city 
in which the Bell Telephone Company is the 
complainant. The defendantisthe American 
Cushman Telephone Company, organized for 
the purpose of manufacturing telephones. 
This company antedates all previous claim- 
ants to telephone patents, claiming that Cush- 


man, the inventor, constructed and publicly 
tee a telephone at Racine, Wis., in 1851, 
The Cushman patent is claimed to be identical 
with that of Prof. Bell. 

The American Cushman Telephone Company 
was incorporated a short time ago. The com- 
pany at once set out to manufacture and sell 
telephones. Immediately the Bell Company 
filed a bill in the Circuit Court praying for an 
injunction. To this bill ananswer will be filed 
in a fewgays by Judge Smith, solicitor for the 
defendants. The answer denies that Beli had 
ever transmitted . articulate speech by the 
inethod or with the apparatus now claimed to 
be covered by his patent. In 1851, the defend- 
ants claim, 8. D. Cushman constructed and 
exhibited in Racine an instrument by which 
articulate sounds were transmitted in exactly 
the same manner in which Bell  ac- 
complished the same thing years later. 
For three years Cushman’s telephones 
were in public use in Racine, while the invent- 
or endeavored to invent a transmitter which 
would so magnify the sounds that conversa- 
tions could be carried on in noisy places. In 
1867 and 1868 Cushman fully explained in pub- 
lic his method at Latonia, Malvern, New Lis- 
ben and other places in the State of Ohio. In 
support of these claims the attorneys for the 
Cushman Company have more than twenty- 
five affidavits by people who saw and talked 
over Cushman’stelephone iff Racine. There 
are also affidavits from men of high stnnding 
to whom ae my talked in Whio, and to 
whom be exhibited his instrument, for trans- 
mitting vocal sounds by means of eleetricity.

AN ARRANT KNAVE. 


The Exploits of Claude B. Lasalle,-Jr., the 
_**Reformed” Ex-Convict. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

Boston, Mass., September 16.—Claude B. 
Lasalle, Jr., one of the meanest sort of hypo- 
crites, was brought to Boston yesterday from 
Chicago to answer to the charge of forgery 
and other crimes committed here under pe- 
culiarly aggravating circumstances. When be 
first made his appearance in Boston about a 
year ago he posed asareformed man. He got 
into the good graces ofthe Young Men’sChris- 


tian Association, was a coratant attendant 
at the prayer-meetings, and was fond of tell- 
ing what the Lord had done for him. Among 
the Christian workers he found one, whose 
name is withheld for obvious reasons, who 
took the ‘‘reformed man’’ to his bosom and 
hearthstone. He made the ex-convict his 
friend and companion, his assistant in busi- 
ness, nursed him tenderly in sickness, and 
treated him like a son. hen restored to 
health the hopeful convert selected several 
of his gullible Christian friends as his 
victims, forged their names to notes 
amounting to $500 or $600, committed other 
acts of rascality, and ended his career in Bos- 
ton by running away with the daughter of his 
chief benefactor. Whether he married the 
misguided girl or not is not known, and if he 
did so, he committed bigamy, as he already 
has a wife, whom he married feur or five years 
ago. After leaving Boston he went to Provi- 
dence, New York Cityand to Norfolk, Va., 
finally bringing up at Chicago. at most of 
these places he worked the ‘‘religious 
racket,’’ and a ‘‘reformed convict’’ suc- 
ceeded in winning much sympathy and beat- 
ing considerable money out of Christian Asso- 
ciation people. At Chicago, he secured the 
friendship and protection of Deacon L,. A. 


Willard, 
THE ‘‘PRISONER’S FRIEND,’’ 

and so completely did he win the confidence 
of this worthy pillar of the church, that when 
George H. Brown of Boston, one of Lasaile’s 
victims, began to make trouble, the good 
deacon bustied on to Boston, assured the 
somewhat skeptical Mr. Brown of the sin- 
cerity of Lasalle’s latest reformation, and 
persuaded him to stay proceedings, on the 
plea that it would be unchristian to biast the 
future of asinful man who had indeed re- 
formed and turned his facetoward a future 
of penitence and right living. 

The good deacon’s eyes were soon opened, 
however, and Lasalle’s arrest was at once 
ordered. It seems that Lasalle has enjoyed 
the advantage of a good education 
and belongs to a respectable and 
wealthy New York family. His father, Claude 
B. Lasalle, is a well-known shirt manufac- 
turer of that city, and his mother, before her 
marriage, was a foreign missionary. Much 
of his early life was passed at 
Orange, N. J. After his pardon from the Tren- 
ton Prison, where he was serving outanine 
youre sentence for nd larceny, he turned 

is dissembling facetoward Boston. He made 
his advent among the Christian workers of this 
city in a way that was highly dramatic. On Au- 
gust 40, 1855, he appeared atoneof the mis- 
sion meetings held under the auspices of 


some of the ‘‘workers.’’ He was invited to 
— in the choruses. Hedidso. As his voice 
lended with those of the devoted worship- 
ers, his frank blue eyes filled with tears. At 
ast he went down on his knees and then arose 
and gave his ‘‘testimony.’’ 

He told a most pathetic story,in away so 
dramatic and effective as to bring the tears 
to the eyes of many a manly dev- 
otee, while the display of hand- 
kerchiefs among the sisters was general and 
spontaneous. e said he had ledalife of 
crime from youth... He had been made ac- 
quainted with the interiors of two prisons, 
and his crimes had been committed in all parts 
of thecountry. That very evening be was on 
his way with two cracksmen to rob a safe. 
They were passing the doorof the chapel, 
but, the hour being too early for the perpe- 
tration of thecrime, he had excused himself 
fora minute in order, as he said, to amuse 
himeelfa bit with the singing. He came to 
scoff, but remained to pray. Philanthropical 
people inverested themselves in his behalf, 
and he was soon provided with employment, 
but ere long proved himself an arrant knave.

A SEVERE SENTENCE, 


Ex-Comptroller White of Milwaukee Gets 
Two Years in the Penitentiary. 


Cuicaco, September 16.—A Times special 
from Milwaukee, Wis:, says: Ex-Comptroller 
James 8. White was sentenced yesterday by 
Judge Sloan to two years and six months in 
Waupun at hard labor, two days to be in soli- 
tary confinement. White’s case has been 
dragging along since January.

White was convicted of embezzling seven 
$1,000 city bonds, which he hypothecated to 
the First National Bank of Ohicago.

It was ap- 
parent from the time the jury broughtin a 
verdict of guilty that the defendant could not 
escape a term in State’s prison. Nevertheless, 
he continued to hope and fight until the finale 
came. Inashort address White said he took 
the bonds accidentally and when he put them 
up as collateral it was with no deliberate in- 
tention of wrong. The case has excited a 
great deal of attention and considerable sym- 
pathy for White is expressed.

PHILADELPHIA, September 16.—The Northern 


Pacific Railroad Company supplies the Press 
with the following synopsis of its annual re- 
port, which will be read at to-day’s meeting. 
The report covers the year ending June 30. 
The total earnings, 
branch lines, were $11,780,527.20, and the total 
operating expenses and taxes, $6,156,263.74, 
leaving the net earnings, $5.574,263.46. There

expenses for the year of $111,199.75. 
Compared with last year the 
earnings from freight traffic in- 


creased $1,635,401. Passenger earnings fell 
off $178,663 and miscellaneous business, $68, -

$1,497,797, and through freight decreased $652, - 
122. The net earnings of the branch roads 
were $208,706, an increase of $51,725 over last 
ear. The amount of deferred payments on 
onds is $3,676,204, bearing 7 per eent interest. 
The cash on hand and other cash items, in- 
cluding first and second mortgage bonds, 
amount to $8,059,972. The interest on the 
funded debt accrued to June 80, and bills 
payable, amount to $4,959,407.
